The death of the duke leaves a gap in 
the public life of Great Britain, for, 
aithough his withdrawal from the Bal- 
four ministry when Joseph Chamberlain 
launched his fiscal policy estranged him 
from a majority of the party, he stil! 
had a large following in the couniry,{ 
and as president of the Unionist Free 
Trade “League he took an active part 
in the campaign against tariff reforf. | 

Few men have spent a more active 
political life than the duke of Devon- 
shire. He had been almost continuous:y 
a cabinet member in charge of some 
important department, as a liberal be- 
fore the split with Gladstone and later 
Aas leader of the liberal-unionists. He 
led the liberals during the temporary 
retirement of Gladstone in 1875, and was 
offered,. but refused, the premiership 
after the Midlothian campaign of i880. 
Hie was again offered this honor upon 
the defeat of.home rule, but he again 
refused. 

The duke was active socially, and his 
entertainments at hig Picadifiy. residence 
and at Chatsworth in Derbvehire, 
and his other country houses were the 
notable of London. 

The duke -has no immediate family.

DECLARED VOID 


Judge King, of Louisiana, De- 


cides Primary Regulations 
Are Unconstitutional.

New Orleans, La., March 24.—Louis- 
jana’s state primary election laws were 
today declared to be unconstitutional, 
null and void by Judge King, in the 
civil district court, here. This decision 
on the part of the court grew out of 
the suit of a candidate whose papers 
the secretaty of state refused to accept 
and file, on the ground that they were 
not in conformity with the primary 
election laws. 

In a suit against the secretary of 
state, the contention was made that 
these laws were not constitutional, and 
this contention was upheld by the 
court. 

Some of the grounds upon which the 
law is declared unconstitutional are: 

“That the law provideg for the nom- 
ination of United States senators py 
primary, in violation of the federal con- 
stitution. 

‘That the Ila@ excludes persons who 
participate in the primary of one party 
from participating in that of another, 
{n violation of the state constitution 
and articles 9 and !0, amendments to 
the federal constitution.

Raise the city tax rate from ! !-4 to 
| |-2, where it was prior to 1897, was 
the sentiment expressed by those mem-~ 
bers of the chamber of commerce 
gmathered there yesterday afternoon to 
discuss the proposed bond issue of 
$!,000,000. 

The topic was launched by Jacob! 
Haas, a former member of the city. 
council, who, in speaking of the pro- | 
posed issue, declared that if the tax 
rate had not been reduced when it 
was Atianta would have on hand 
enough money to meet the demands 
proposed without incurring a bond 
issue. 

Chairman Adair stated that another 
committee of the committee of twenty- 
five had this question in hand and 
would report upon it, but that no re- 
etrictions were placed upon the dis- 
cussion, and Mr. Haas continued along 
the increase line. 

He stated that he thought the 
tion Was a mistake, and that 
cost the city of Atlanta in the 
borhood of $1,500,000. 


Murphy Favors Return. 


John E. Murphy, another member of 
the committee, followed, and declared 
he favored the return to ! !-2, or $1.50 
on $1,000, as the solution of the ques- 
tion, and believed that it would stop 
the annual increase in the city as- 
sessments. In support of this conten- 
tion Chairman Forrest Adair read some 
statistics showing how rapidly the 
assessments on city property had ad- 
vanced each year since. He explained 
that this was partially attributable to 
the growth of the city, but that the 
10 per cent increases were made an- 
nually in order to meet the growing 
needs of the various city departments. 

George Muse followed, and declared 
that he was heartily in favor of the 
higher taxation, lower valuation plan, 
und believed it was proper. 

Colonel W. L. Peel favored the com- 
mittee recommending that the legisla- 
ture be asked to make this change 
effective, and that by so doing Atlanta 
would be sent far to the forefront upon 
municipal improvements. 

Mr. Murphy read a statistical state- 
ment from the comptroller general's 
office showing that Fulton county paid 
into the state treasury in the neigh- 
borhod of $400,000 annually. and re- 
ceived from the state abouf $85,000, or 
one-fifth the amount paid in. 

This report further showed 
about seventeen counties 
supported the entire state. 

The annually increasing assessments 
of the city was argued at length, and 
it was agreed that to increase the tax 
rate and lower the property values, or 
at least hold them at a standstill for 
a while, would serve the purpose. 

It is altogether probable that when 
the entire committee of twenty-five 
meets this matter will be brought up, 
and the legislature, through council, 
be urged to make the desired change.

A few 
years later he moved to Rome, where 
he entered public life, representing 
Floyd county for a term in the Georgia 
legislature. Retiring again to private 
life, he came back to this city, where 
he became interested with D. B. Free- 
wmnan in the publication of The Carters- 
ville News. He continued in the news- 
paper work for about one year, when 
he was elected to the legislature from 
Bartow county. 

Mr. Neel was a man of great public 
spirit, and did much for the progress 
of his town. His health was such that 
he was unable to keep up his legal 
practice, but he was active in real 
estate circles. 

He was a member of the First Bap- 
tist church of Cartersville, and super- 
intendent of the Sunday school of that 
church.

Campaign of Extermination 
Urged Againstthe Japanese 


STEVENS HELD AS TRAITOR 


That Is Why He Was Attacked at 
San Francisco—Text of Bloody 
Proclamation Issued by 


the Koreans, 


San Francisco, Maroh 24.—The attempt 
to assassinate Durham W. Stevens, the 
political adviser of the Korean council 
state. it igs now seid, was the result 
of a carefully hatched conspiracy in- 
epired immediately by a manifesto of the 
Korean ‘righteous army,” calling upon 
all loyal Koreans to consecrate them- 
selves to a holy wer and exterminate 
all Japanese. 

Manifesto ef Koreans. 

This manifesto reached here on the 
@ame ship which brought Stevens. The 
prociamation is signed by General Byie 
Lin Yung, genera! of the Korean ‘‘right- 
eos army,’ and is in part as follows: 

‘“‘Manifeeto—To All Koreans in All 
Parts of the World: Loyalty to his ne- 
tion and fealty to his parents ig the pri- 
mal law of man's nature. The right to 
live and the right to die for duty is also 
the rule of nature. 

“But, alas. grievous times have come 
upon Korea, our compatrioés. We who 
have heen educated by our five-hundred- 
vear-old dynasty and raised up by our 
four-thousand-vear-old ancestry. have 
come under the domination of the bar- 
barousg savage isianders—the Japanese. 
They have swooped upon our country 
and are indulging their barbarous appe- 
tites with a aruel heart. It is so much 
we could not say ft with our tongues 
nor covld write it with our pens. 

“The Japanese have abdicated our am- 
peror, destroyed our villages, killed our 
brethren, robbed our land, seized our 
henefitg and are the enemy not only of 
Korea, but of all the world, for they 
have violated the peace of humanity. 

‘“OCompatriots, we must unite and con- 
wecrate ourselves to our land and restore 
our independence. We are sure eur God 
will help us. 

Kill All Japanese. 


“We all must do our best to ki)) 
Japanese, their spies, allies and barba- 
rous eo4diers. The Japanese may com- 
Pare the rising of our righteous army 
to the attempt of an insect to move a 
big tree, but right is on our side and 
we are confident that in the end we 
shall be victerious, opposing their treach- 
ery with the justice of our cause. We 
Will sacrifice our lives to their guns and 
swonk: and as the front men fall the 
men behind will takes their places. De- 
feated today, we wil again attack on 
the morrow until our vow to exterminate 
the Japanese or die has beem accom- 
plished.

He tod 
us that the nation we most hate must 
be accepted as our master and he told 
us that the two Koreans most despised 
in Uheir own land were the omly ones 
to lead us and as we should gO. But we 
re not fools nor dogs to submit.”’

“Who are the two Koreans mos? hated 
in thelr own land?” Paik was asked. 

“Yee Wan Wong, the Prime minister, 
who also is a Japanese Spy, and Song 
Pung Chun, the minister of agricubture,’’ 
he replied. 

“And they will be laid low. too,”” he 
added. 

There are said to be 700 Koreans in 
the two revolutionary leagues here, and 
these are working with a million more 
who thave fied into Russia to rouse the 
courage of their countrymen to the poént 
of turning upon Japen and driving her 
out of their land, which the patriots here 
say is being robbed and pillaged by the 
Drown conquerers.

RELPED STOCKS 


Advance All Along the List 
of Railroads,

oe ey The reassertion of the 
principle that the sufficiency of rates 
fixed by law, to enable the company 
to obtain some return for the stock- 
holders for their investment, is sub- 
ject to decision by the courts as se- 
curity against a violation of constitu- 
tional rights was a comforting as- 
Surance to security holders. 

The special application of the de- 
cision waa seen in the marked response 
of certain stocks. Consolidated Gas, 
for instance, has threshed out, in the 
state courts, the 80-cent gas law on 
the claim that it was confiscatory in 
its effect. This company was an in- 
tervening party in the case decided 
yesterday. 

Stocks of railroads in some of the 
southern’ states. which have been 
most stringent in the regulation of 
railroads, were prompt to reflect the 
significance of the case. Northwestern 
railroads, although they seem to have 
an equal interest in the question, were 
less affected, and this was un- 
doubtedly because of the prominent 
place those stocks have held in the 
previous advance in the market. There 
was, in fact, a very extensive diges- 
tion of profits effected in the course 
of the day, and the price movement 
was, in consequence, uneven and ir- 
regular at times. The president's forth- 
coming’ message was a subject of dis- 
cussion, and there were those about the 
stock exchange, professing to know its 
contents, who described it as “mildly 
conciliatory” in its treatment of cap- 
ital. The amendments offered by Mr. 
Hepburn to the Sherman anti-trust 
law were assumed to direct the course 
of the president's presentment. An 
amendment of the present law so as 
to restrict its inhibition of agree- 
ments in restraint of trade, to those’ 
Only which are unreasonable, would) 
be received with gratification in the 
financial world and apparently | 
throughout the ratlroad world. The in-. 
volvement of that subject with the 
elaborate plan for federal registration 
and extended control of corporations 
by the government authorities does not 
awaken enthusiasm among those hav- 
ing to do with the ownership and sale 
of corporation securities.
